the British steamer Northland were given just two minutes to 
leave their ship by the German submarine which sank-the 
vessel off Beachey Head yesterday. .The crew was landed 
here today, by the Belgian steamer Topaz. 


"We were on our way in the English channel when we saw 


the submarine rise to the surface 200 yards'away," said the 
first officer of the Northland. 
"She made for us at the rate of 


16 knots an hour, meanwhile signalling us to stop. 
We 


thought the submarine was the U-12, but could not be sure. 
When about 100 yards off, the captain of'the German boat 
shouted, 'Clear out and hurry up, for I am going to sink you'.' 
We got into a boat as quickly ;as possible and .two minutes ] 
later a torpedo was fired. ;It exploded with a loud roar, and 
broke the ship in two. 
We cruised around for seven hours

Health In City and Country. 


T.o, people living in the country or in small cities the claim 


•that the large cities are the healthiest places for babies will 
sound strange, but this claim is madefy Br. S. Josephine 
Baker, head of New York's bureau -of"chM hygiene. 
She 


points out that the death rate among infants in that city is 
considerably lower than in some of the country towns of the 
state, ^nd mentions .other large cities that are only a little be- 
hind New Yoik in the, care .of infants, with resultant death 
rates lower than those'•.prevdilingim.the country districts. Dr. 
Baker says.il is the cduntry;baby;that:needs pity, and not the 
baby that has all' Hie advantages -'o't •tlie-cityj "bureau'- of 
hygiene." 


In every "large city there are sections in which the condi- 


tions are not conducive to the health of children or adults. 
The absence of sunlight and good air, coupled with a woeful 
lack of that cleanliness which is said to be next to Godliness, 
create an atniosphere by no.means inviting or healthful. This 
Is a matter of common knowledge,•otherwise there would not 
be such strenuous efforts on' the: part o>f; city governments, 
bureaus of-hygiene and other organizations'to clean up such 
neighborhoods, improve the tenements and make the condi- 
tions generally more tolerable. 


It may be, however, and it must be if Dr. Baker's claim is 


well foilnded, that these unhealthful quarters constitute so 
small a proportion of the' large cities that, on the whole, the 
cities are, more healthful places for babies than the country, 
hi the cities the people depend upon man-made regulations 
atid their enforcement by law, while in the country there is a 
dependence upon fresh air, sunshine, pure water and pure 
milk, with little or no interference on the part of health author- 
ities in the care of children and infants.. 
'•' • 


There can' be no doubt (hat great:'things have been accom- 


plished through the study and enforcement of sanitation and 
hygieiie to impjove the health conditions of. the big cities, and 
it is very possible that more-in this line is needed in the coun- 
try >'dish ids, yet it is hard to believe that, all in all, the city- 
born babies stand a better chance of living than those born in 
the" country. The doctors are constantly sending mothers 
from the cities to the country for the good of their babies, 
wh'ile they are never.sent from the country to the cities except 
in cases where the little ones need the care of medical or surgi- 
cal specialists. 


But the question of whether city or country is best for the 


baby's health need not be argued at length. The fact that the 
health of infants is "receiving proper attention is the main 
thing, and the result will be still further improvement in both 
city and country.

tween Japan and the United States will develop gloriously on the solid founda- 
tion of mutual co-operation and self respecting Interdependence.—Uy Admiral 
Uaron Dewa; Head of Japanese Delegation to Panama Exposition.
